The important 
functions of the federal reserve banks 
in the sale of the government’s securi- 
ties. in receiving and transferring the 
billions of dollars involved, in sup- 
plying credit facilities and in protect- 
ing the reserves of t country, have 
become so familiar to all that I am 
sure it is unnecessary to dwell upon 
or expound them. 

“The extent to awhich our country 
can withstand the financial strains for 
which we must be prepared will de- 
pend very largely upon the strength 
and staying power of the federal re- 
serve banks. The federal reserve act 
is the only constructive legislation 
which we have ever had which was 
broad enough to accommodategat the 
same time banks operating . under 
powers granted by the general govern- 
ment and banks whose charters were 
granted by the respective states. The 
unification of our banking system and 
the complete mobilization of reserves 
are among the fundamental principles 
of the act. 

State Banks Have Held Aloof. 


“The state banking institutions for 
some reason have until recently seemed 
inclined to hold aloof. Congressea few 
months ago prescribed very generous 
terms for the 
banks into the federal reserve system 
which have removed the objections 
heretofore raised by state banks when 
considering membership. As the law 
now stands, iit leaves member state 
banks-and trust companies. practically 
undisturbed in the exercise of all -the 
banking powers conferred upon them 
The law provédes also 
in definite terms;the conditions upon 
which any state bank or trust company 
may withdraw from the system. ,

In the latter re- 
gion the Germans declined to accept 
battle and retired in the face ef the 
Russian warships. 

As yet no attempts have been mace 
to effect a landing on the coast of 
Esthonia and harass the right flank of 
the Russian army, and neither has any 
effort been made to penetrate the Gulf 
of Finland, the waters of which are 
heavily mined and will require inten- 
sive mine sweeping operations before 
a naval demonstration can be made 
against the important port of Reval. 


ARTILLERY ACTIVE 
ON FLANDERS LINE. 


“In Flanders no military operations 
on a large scale have been attempted, 


(but the big guns are carrying out re- 


bombardments of great vio- 
lence, like those which always preceded 
the starting of an infantry offensive. 
The British troops have carried out 
several successful raids, in which 
vere casuakties were inflicted on the 
Germans, and prisoners and machine 
guns were taken. 

After the lapse of two days the heavy 
artillery duels have been resumed be- 
tween the French and the Germans on 
the Verdun front, especially to the 
north of the famous Hill 344. Also on 
the Aisne front there is considerable 
artillery activity. 

Preparations apparently are being 
made along the Julian front of the 
Austro-Italian theater for another big 
battle.

LANGUISHES IN JAIL 


Held «<n Charge of Assault 
- With irtant to Murder 
“Dank” Carter. 


Gainesville, Ga., October 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Mrs. Mary Leith, after a few 
brief hours of freedom, again languishes 
in Hall county jail under a state war- 
rant charging her with intent to mur- 
der, sworn out by “Dank” Carter, prom-

She is alleged to have stepfed up to 
Carter on the streets of Lula Saturday 
afternoon, pointing her finger at him 
and telling him that she was going to 
kill him. Carter is alleged to have told 
her not to try to kill him, as he did not 
want to be hurt, or to hurt her. Quite

She was tried before Mayor Buice, of 
that city, Saturday night; fined $25 and 
bound over to the Hall county superior 
court on the charge of assault with in- 
tent to murder, She was brought to 
the Hall county jail and instituted ha- 
beas-corpus proceedings yesterday with 
the result above stated. 

Immediately vpon her release Mr. 
Carter swore out a state warrant 
against her, charging assault with in- 
tent to murder and she was again 
placed behind the bars, but she does not 
seem to mind this fact in the least. 
She greets all callers with a smile and 
says she is enjoying a “vacation.” She 
appears confident of her acquittal when 
placed on trial. She is accorded every 
comfort her surroundings afford and is 
seemingly in a happy frame of mind. 
She states that she did not intend to 
kill Carter, but wanted to talk to him— 
that if she had wanted to kill him she 
had ample opportunity to do so before 
now. 

It is supposed that this affair grew 
out of a damage suit filed some 
time ago by Mrs. Leith against 
Carter for $75,000, and which created 
quite a sensation at the time. It is 
said that upon a former occasion Mrs. 
Leith threatened to kill Carter, pur- 
suing him with a pistol in her hand.

Governor Manning declared that the 
south stands squarely behind the gov- 
ernment in the prosecution of the war 
and is supporting the second Liberty 
Loan to the Itmit. In South Carolina, 
he said, there is no division when it 
comes to real Americanism, less than 1 
per cent of the population being for- 
eigners. 

Governor Milliken declared that the 
ancient spirit of America still lives, 
willing to dare and suffer in a right- 
eous cause. 

“There were those who feared that 
the soul of Americans was dead, 
slowly atrophied through the money- 
grabbing years and then drowned ut- 
terly beneath a flood of foreign gold,” 
he sai.

DON M. DICKINSON DIES 
AT HIS HOME IN DETROIT 


Detroit, October 15.—Don MW. Dickin- 
son, postmaster general in President 
Cleveland’s first administration, died 
at his home in Trenton, a suburb, to- 
day, aged 71. 

Mr. Dickinson, lawyer, formerly was 
a leader of the democratic party in 
Michigan. His rank as an attorney was 
recognized by his appointment as senior 
counsel of the United States in the 
famous case of the Bering sea claims 
argued before the international high 
commission in the fur seal arbitratio 
of 1896 and 1897. : 

Mr. Dickinson was’ born at Port On- 
tario, N. Y., January 17, 1846, but was 
taken by his father to live in Michi- 
gan in 1848.

MISSING SELECTMEN 
MAY STILL ENTER ARMY 


Leniency for Those Voluntari- 
ly Reporting, But Prosecution 
for Wilful Deserters. 


The door to honorable service in the 
national army yet remains open for 
those who have been drawn and called 
for service and have so far failed to 
report, if they will report themselves 
at once to the nearest military post. 
first deserter case trjed several 
days ago determined approximately 
what the penalty will be for those who 
wilfully refuse to report themselves for 
service and are captured. A great many 
men, however, have failed to report 
through ignorance and on them 
government will not be hard, provided 
that they obey the law and offer them- 
selves. The military officials have 
been notified to look carefully into 
each case in order to determine whether 
or not the absence of the selectmen 
from his proper camp was due to wil- 
ful disregard of his liability for serv- 
ice or through ignorance or other cause 
over which he had no control. 

In a statement to The Constitution 
last night Hooper Alexander, United 
States district attorney for the north- 
ern district of Georgia, made it plain 
that the cases of deserters under the 
select service law would be dealt with 
by the military authorities. His state- 
ment follows: 

Statement by Alexander. 

“Quite a number of men drawn and call- 
ed for service under the setective draft law 
have failed to respond to this summons. In 
many instances this failure has been due 
to ignorance or for some other reason has 
not been wilful. There are cases, how- 
ever in which the desertion is manifestly 
deliberate and wilful. It is not expected 
that the civil courts wil deal with 
cases. The deserters will be arrested and 
by military court-martial. For the 
consideration of such persons attention is 
called to a publication contained in the 
newspapers in the last few days to the 
effect that a deserter from the national 
army had been tried by military court- 
martial at Camp Gordon and sentenced to 
ten years in the penitentiary. 

“The case referred to was one of wilful 
desertion. It is not thought that the mili- 
tary authorities will deal so severely with 
cases where the desertion has arisen from 
ignorance, and it is even thought they will 
be lenient to those who, having deliberate- 
ly failed to report so far, now come up 
and surrender themsel\ es. 

“Indeed, a circular from the adjutant 
general, dated September 29, to all de- 
partment and cantonment commanders, di- 
rects thatinallinstances careful investiga- 
tion b made to determine the intent and 
the circumstances, and that where the party 
comes up and submits and undertakes to 
cure his desertion, he is not to be tried for 
desertion at all, but given an opportunity 
to serve. Specific directions are given, 
however, to deal severely with those who are 
clearly intentional deserters, 

“For the benefit of the public generally, 
and particularly of public officers, I am 
calling attention to the fact that a reward 
of $50 is offered by the United States for 
the arrest of any such deserter and his sur- 
render to the nearest military post, and I 
call special attention to the 
civil officer of the state or national gOv- 
ernment {s authorized to arrest such a de- 
serter without warrant. 

iN Opportunity Still * 

My attention is called to the fact that 
there have been some instances in which 
or camp commanders have refused 
to accept deserters thus surrendered. If 
anything of this sort has happened it has 
been due to a misapprehension. Nothing of 
that sort will happen again, as the war de- 
partment has telegraphed to all command- 
ers of every kind directing them to receive 
Buch persons, Delivery may be made at any 
regular army post, national army canton- 
ment, national guard training camp or at 
any other army station having facilities to 
care for such deserters. 

“It is very earnestly hoped that those 
persons who have thus far failed to report 
when called should now realize that there 
is an opportunity yet to report and escape 
punishment. The door of opportunity has 
not yet been closed. It is important, how- 
ever, that those who desire to escape penal 
servitude should not delay longer to per- 
form their duties.’’

I 
feel sure that &s member banks they 
will aid to a greater degree than is 
possible otherwise in promoting § the 
national welfare, and that at the same 
time by securing for themselves the 
advantages offered by the federal re- 
serve system they will best serve their 
own intrest and the interest of their 
customers. I believe that co-opration 
on the part of the bapks Is a patriotic 
duty at cy tme, and that membership 
in the fed@#ral reserve system is a dis- 
tinct and significant evidence of patri- 
otism. 

“There are probably eight or nine 
thousand state banks and trust com- 
egy eligible for membership which 
ave not yet united with the system. 
These institutions have it in their pow- 
er to add enormously to the resources 
of the federal reserve banks, thereby 
broadening and strengthening the foun- 
dation upon which our whole financial 
structure must rest. Permit me to 
urge that every bank officer and bank 
director owes a solemn obligation to 
the country, which I am sure they wish 


to dis@ffirge. I, therefore, wish again 
to impress upon them my solemn con- 
viction that they can best measure up 
to their duties and responsibilities 


through membership in the federal re-\ 


serve system.

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IF PETROGRAD FALLS 


In the capture of Oesel and Dago islands 
by the Germans there is nothing to strike 
consternation into the hearts of the allies. 
It is not a victory of major importance to the 
invaders, nor of major consequence to the de- 
fenders. ” 

Rather, it is simply another step in the 
Teutonic advance toward Petrograd, for the 
possibility of which advance Teutonic in- 
trigue, bribery and deceit, and ignorance, 
anarchy and disruption within the ranks of 
the Russian army are responsible. 

It may mean the ultimate fall of the Rus- 
sian capital—the evident objective.of the 
German drive toward the northeast, in which 
the capture of Riga was the outstanding in- 
cident. 

Possession of these two islands virtually 
gives the Germans possession of the Gulf 
of Riga and the key to the Gulf of Finland, 
and under ordinarily favorable conditions 
should render the advance to Petrograd a 
comparatively simple matter. | 

However, the season is all in the allies’ 
favor. The rigorous northern Russian win- 
ter is just setting in, and unless it proves to 
be an exceptionally mild winter further ex- 
tensive maneuvers or military advances be- 
fore spring will be difficult and expensive in 
the extreme to the invaders, both in men and 
treasure. It 1s doubtful if the Germans will 
consider the possible prize worth the certain 
sacrifices, preferring to wait for spring. 

In the meantime, the Anglo-French forces 
will continue pounding the Germans on the 
western front; America will be preparing 
itself for the great part it is to play in the 
zone of fighting, and Russia will have the 
winter months’ valuable recess to devote to 
putting its military and governmental affairs 
to rights and to grubbing out the roots of 
sedition and mutiny. 

It is hardly probable, therefore, that 
Petrograd will ever fall into German hands, 


because by next spring Russia certainly will 


be able to hold at bay whatever German 
forces can be spared from the western front 
to prosecute a continuance of the invasion 
to the east. 

But even should Petrograd itself fall into 
enemy hands during the winter or next 
spring, it would by no qeans be a loss that 
would be fatal or even staggering to the 
Russians or their allies. 

From a strategic standpoint it would 
amount to little to the enemy; and about 
all he would get would be the bare city 
itself. The capital would long in advance 
have been removed to Moscow and all of 
the supplies and materials of value to the 
foe would have been removed farther inland 
to places of security. 

But in the evacuation of the city by the 
Russians, the German sentiment, the pseudo 
pacificism, the mutiny, the sedition, the an- 
archy would be left behind—given back to 
the German military machine which gave it 
being and to which it belongs! Russia will 
have done with it; and, having purged itself 
of it, will be a mightier Russia than ever 
before. 

For that one reason many wise statesmen 
and some among the best informed students 


of world affairs argue that the fall of Petro- 


grad would even be a good thing for Rdssia 
and for the cause of democracy. 


Its possession by Germany at the most 


would be but temporary, because the ulti- 
mate defeat of Germany is as certain as to- 
morrow’s sun. And when Petrograd should 


be returned to Russia it would become a dif- 


ferent Petrograd from what it is today. 


It is, of course, not to be heped that the 


- eity will be wrested from Russian control; 


3 but if it should be—which will be this winter

“training to be a soldier and I believe I 
will like military life,- in fact, better 
than I imagined I would, first, because 
of its strict military discipline, and, sec- 
ond, because of the quality of our offi- 
cers, who are patient and kind and all 
are good southern gentlemen, and we are 
bound to make good soldiers, and the 
spirit of brotherhood exists to such an 
extent here that our men may be depend- 
ed on to conduct themselves in an or- 
derly manner, and to discredit anything 
that would. reflect on the race. 

“For thére is no one who loves this 
southland more than I do. That’s why 
I am willing, if necessary, to die for my 
country.” ‘\ 

This letter is typical. 

It shows that the fundamental spirit of 
the colored men is all right, and that they 
are being trained by officers who know them 
and their characteristics, and how to handle 
them in a way to get the best service and 
avoid friction and discontent. \ 

“Our officers,” this negro recruit goes on 
to say— 


“are all southern white men and I am 
glad because they understand the col- 
ored man better than anybody else in 
the world, and the truth is they are our 
best friends.” 

While this spirit prevails among the Ne- 
groes and their white officers in our south- 
ern training camps, as it doubtless will com 
tinue to prevail, there will be no disorder, 
and there need be no misgivings about the 
conduct of the men held for training among 
their own people. 


WHAT WAS MEANT. 


The Journal of Labor, spokesman for the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades and allied 
unions, in its issue of October 12, criticises 
The Constitution’s position as expressed in

COLLAPSING THE TUBERCULOUS LUNG. 
In certain cases of extensive tubercu- 
losis of one lung which fail to respond to 
the usual prolonged open-air rest in bed, 
Careful dieting and individual medication, 
a compartively simple operation ‘is now done 
for the purpose of causing the affected lung 
to collapse or retract and take a long rest 
itself. This is known as artificial pneu- 
mothorax. Nitrogen~gas is injected into the 
pleural or chest cavity to collapse the lung. 
The same method of treatment is some- 
times employed successfully for cases of 
lung tuberculosis accompanied by sevre re- 
peated hemorrhages, if it is known definitely 
from which side the hemorrhage comes. 

At first thought it might seem a serious 
experiment tu collapse a whole lung just to 
secure physiological rest. Yet physiological 
rest is the greatest aid to healing, and tn 
practice it is found that the method does not 
harm even if it fails to do any good. Some- 
times it has brought about an arrest of the 
disease in far advanced cases; in fact, it is 
seldom advised except for advanced cases, 
such as one with « cavity in the lung. It 
may be rendered impracticable by reason of 
pleural adhesions from past attacks of pleu- 
risy, which, of course, would prevent col- 
lapse of the lung. It is performed under 
local anesthesia such as would be used for 
any other case in which a needle is to be 
inserted in the chest wall. 

About half a point of nitrogen gas ig in- 
jected the first day. A few days later as 
much or more, until gradually the lung is 
fully collapsed. Air was formerly injected, 
but it is absorbed more quickly than nitro- 
gen pure. The patient is required to re- 
main at rest for several weeks following 
the injection of the gas, until altered cir- 
culation and respiration adjust themselves. 
Later he can up and possibly moving 
about. The injections have to be repeated 
occasionally for several months. Compres- 
sion or collapse of the lung must be main- 
tained for a year or more. 

If successful, the result is a decrease of 
fever, slowing the rapid pulse, disap- 
pearance of night sweats, improved appe- 
tite, better digestion and increase of weight. 
Cough and expectoration are-often increased 
at first, but may disappear entirely after a 
few days.

Camp Dix, Wrighstown, N. J., Oc- 
tober 15.—(Special.)—Division head- 
quarters is working to facilitate the 
movement of 5,000 selectmen to Camp 
Gordon, Atlanta. 

Headquarters announced today that 
the men will be picked with a view or 
sending a proportionate number from 
each of the three states, New Jersey, 
New York and Delaware, represented 
here, with a further apportionment 
to make the drain equal upon all regi- 
ments. There is no doubt but that 
hundreds of men would willingly vol- 
unteer to join the southbound detach- 
ments if assured that they would 
thereby see earlier service in France. 
On the other hand, the boys have de- 
veloped a spirit of intense loyalty 
for the Seventy-eighth division, for 
Major General Kennedy, the camp com- 
mander, and their regimental and com- 
pany officers, and a separation will 
mean a sore disappointment in this 
respect, at least. 

Camp Dix will send men to Atlanta 
remarkably well trained in the reallis- 
tic war work, this feature having been 
fiven a great deal of attention.

Jacksonville, Fla., October 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Camp Johnson, at Black Point. 
6 miles scuth of the city, is being 
rushed with every possible speed for 
receiving the first increment Decein- 
ber 1. Three thousand men are cn- 
gaged in the construction forces. The 
contractors are A. Bentley & Sons 
company. The engineers are Lock- 
wood, Green & Co., the engineers in 
charge of the great plant at Camp 
Gordon, Atlanta, 

This camp is ideally located. 

It is on the St. Johns river and has 
both railroad and steamboat transpor- 


tation. The spot is one of the high- 
est in Duval county, and there are 
hundreds of giant oak trees scatterea 
throughout the government reserva- 
tion at the point and these will be 
conserved as much as possible. 

Camp Johnson is to be a quarter- 
masters’ training camp, anditis to be 
built for a maximum capacity of 25,- 
000. It will be entirely different from 
the other camps in the south, as the 
quartermasters are not members of the 
fighting units, 


Major Frederick I. Theeler is the 
construction quartermaster 
of constructing the plant. 

It is understood that a large num- 
ber of the men assigned to the quar- 
termasters’ corps at Camp Gordon will

Eighty-second division will be changed 
from men from three southern states 
to men from half a dozen northern and 
eastern states. 

The entrainment of the initial body 
of troops was carried out in little more 
than an hour’s time, and beginning at 
6:30 a. m., and ending shortly after 8 
o'clock, nearly 4,000 Georgia and Ala- 
bama men were started on their jour- 
ney to join the national guard divi- 
Sions of their respective states in five 
special troop trains dispatched at twen-

e Blows Up, 


Crowning Sox Champions 


As in Four Other Games of 


Series, Fourth Inning Is the 


Deciding One—The ‘‘Great Zim’’ Proves Big 
Frost — Red Faber Won Three Games of 
Series — Final Score Was 4 to 2.

New York, October  15.—Coming 
through with a rush when the ‘New 
York Giants faltered for a moment in 
the fourth inning, the Chicago White 
Sox today won @ sixth and decidin 
game of the 1917 diamond classic, 
to 2. The Chicago victory gives the 
middle west metropolis the world’s se- 
ries pennant for the first time in al- 
most a decade. 

After winning the first two games 
on their home fleld and losing the next 
two at the Polo grounds, the Chicago 
clan clinched the gonfalon with two 
straight victories, one at Comiskey 
park and the other at the lair of the 
Giants. The New York club did not go 
down to defeat today without desper- 
ate resistance. The battle was sur- 
charged with sensational situations 
and thrilling plays, but the invading 
combination with the edge of a one- 
game lead was not to be denied. It 
was the Giants who eventually broke 
under the strain of the conflict. 

With “Rube” Benton, the towering 
southpaw from Clinton, N. C., waging 
a pitching duel for the locals against 
the curves of Urban Faber, the Cas- 
cade (Iowa) hurler of the White Sox, 
the battle was fought through three 
full innings without either team giving 
way the slightest margin, either of- 
fensively or defensively. 


The Fatal Fourth. 

In the “fatal fourth,” however, the 
Giants faltered for just a moment, and 
seizing their advan 6, the players of 
Chicago rushed the breach and cap- 
tured the first world series champion- 
ship emblem won by the city on the 
shores of Lake Michigan since Frank 
Chance’s Cubs defeated the Detroit 
Americans in the struggle of 1908. 

While the Nationals made a game 
rally in the fifth and the Sox added 
another run in the ninth, the three 
runs scored by the Chicago team in the 
fourth session were the deciding fac- 
tor. The play in this inning con- 
vineed the thirty-odd thousand spec- 
tators present that for this season, at 
least, the pennant-winning club of the 
American league is better than that 
which won the six-month race in the 
senior organization. 

That the championship should be de- 
cided itn the fourth tnning was in 
keeping with the feature and factor 
play throughout the series. The Chi- 
cago club scored its winning run in this 
inning during the first game and col- 
lected five in the second contest in the 
same period. In the third and fourth 
contests, won by the Giants, the win- 
ning team scored the only runs of 
the battle in the fourth inning of the 
third, and the first of the five runs 
in the fourth game, which was a 6 
to 0 shutout in favor of New York. 


The scoring of Saturday proved an ex- 


ception, but today the Sox. reverted 
to their original system, and aided by 
misplays of the Giants, closed the se- 
ries with a decisive victory. 5 
Largest Crowd of Series.

As was befitting the climax of the 
baseball year, the day was the best of 
the ten through which the battle 
raged. There was an entire absence 
of wind and the sun shone from a blue 
autumn sky with enough warmth to 
make outer wraps unnecessary. 

Under these favorable conditions the 
thousands of fans entered into the 
spirit of the play with more of Ameri- 
can baseball enthusiasm than has been 
the case in almost any of the pre- 
ceding contests. As was natural, they 
rooted long and lustily for the Giants, 
but were quick to appreciate and ap- 

laud the winning work of the White 
Sox, as well as to cheer down any at- 
tempt to boo Captain Eddie Collins, of 
the visiting team. 

This vocal applause and support was 
particularly noticeable in the crucial 
fourth inning, although it must have 
been mixed with considerable chagrin 
at the peculiar defensive strategy sud- 
denly uncovered by the Giants. Eddie 
Collins opened the inning by hitting a 
bounder to Third Baseman Zimmer- 
man, who threw the ball low and wide 
of Holke, whereupon Collins romped 
merrily to second.

TWO LOCAL TRACK 
RECORDS BROKEN 


At Opening of Grand Cir- 
cuit Meet at Southeastern 
Fair—The Savoy Is Star 
Performer of the Day.

Two local track records were broken 
yesterday as an opener for the six 
days’ racing meet, ot which the Grand 
Circuit harness classics is the stellar 
attraction, on the mile track at Lake- 
wood. 

The star performer was The Savoy, 
the black gelding owned by the W. R. 
Cox company, of Dover, N. H., which 
yesterday made his initial appearance 
before a Lakewood audience, and which 
reeled off the fastest mile ever paced 
on this or any other Georgia track, 
circling the lake in the second heat of 
the Coca Cola cup race in 2:02% 

Furthermore, the time for the entire 
three heats was the fastest pacing race 
ever performed here or anywhere else 
in this state being, respectively, for each 
heat, 2:05, 2:02% and 2:03%. Prior to 
yesterday the pace record for Lakewood 
was 2:04%, made a year ago by Ben 
Earl. The Lakewood track harness 
record stands in the name of Lee Ax- 
worthy, which last year trotted the 
mile amwainst time in 1:59%. No pacer 
though. on this track, in a race o! 
agaimsat time, ever before came up to 
the mark set yesterday by The Savoy. 

Beautiful Performance. 

It was a beautiful performance from 
start to finish, Little Frank D. fighting 
hard for first honors. He succeeded In 
capturing the first heat, with The Savoy 
second, but fell back to second place 
in the second, and third in the last 
heat, which was a gruelling battle all 
the way between the winner and Peter 
Look. , 

Little Frank D broke the seasons 
record for a quarter-mile pace in the 
last quarter of the first heat in the 
Coca-Cola cup race, making the quar- 
ter in 20% seconds. This is the fastest 
quarter paced anywhere on & Grand 
Circuit course this season, 

The purse, which went with the cup, 
of $2,500, divided 60, 25, 15 and 10. Peter 
Look got third money and Peter Point- 
r fourth. 

. The second race, 2:12 class, pacing, 
was for a purse of $1,200, and won in 
straight heats by Jay Mack, piloted by 
McDonald. In this race there were four 
starters, and each horse maintained his 
osition consistently in each heat. The 
Aght was for first money, all between 
the winner and Rascal, Willis at the 
steering wheel, which crowded McDon- 
ald’s brilliant little chestnut all the 
way, and which’ was’ beaten in each 
heat by a nose. Both drivers applied 
the whip vigorously on the home 
stretch in each heat. Almost as excit- 
ing a battle was that between Charlie 
F, driven by George G. Stiles, of Rome, 
Ga., and Patchen Heart, with Thomas 
in the pilot house, wasting 4 neck-and- 
neck contest for third place in the win- 
ning.

New York, October 15.—Liquidation 
was renewed on the stock market to- 
day. The decline was orderly, but al- 
most uninterrupted, rallies seldom get- 
ting beyond fractions, 

Losses ran from 2 to almost 5 points 


in rails, as much in seasoned industri- 
als, 3 to 7% points in shippings, metals 
and equipments and 3 to almost 10 
points in speci s, notably Tobaccos 
and Oils. Peorpes Gas again featured 
the utilities by a further collapse of 
6 points, only part of which was re- 
trieved. 

For the first time since the early 
part of the year, United States Steel 
dropped below par, reacting from 104%, 
its maximum of the forenoon, to 99%.
